Based on the available information, the house at 12904 Draper Road does not appear to meet
the National Register Criteria for individual listing or for district nomination. The frame
#~armhouse is one of a grouping of three buildings, two late 19th century houses and a frame
~ammi L, inventoried as WA-V-184. The houses were said to have been built by members -of the
same family. The house at 12904 Draper Road exhibits irregular massing, a multi-gabled roof
and Victorian details. It has lost some original fabric on the exterior, but appears to
remain largely intact. The house at 12904 Draper Road does not appear eligible on its own
or as part of a group of buildings or as part of a larger district. Better exampl es of
modest Victorian farmhouses and of the sawmilling industry remain throughout the County.
Neither this house or the grouping of three buildings known as WA-V-184 are known to be
associated with any event or persons significant in history. The grouping of three buildings
is located well outside the Clear Spring Historic District, which has been  determined
eligible by this office and is not located in any other known district.
